We hare reviewed the report submitted to the c ongress in March 1955 by 
the Committee on Organization of the Executive Branch of the Government, con- 
cerning legal serv ices and prodedure. A large part of this report, particularly 
that portion^cHii^S^ii^tHiS" MTitary agencies and administrative procedures, 
has no impact on this Agency, Taking those recommendations which appear to 
have none bearing on us, we submit the following comments: 

The following paragraphs contain comments on certain recommendations 

Insofar as they bear on the matters discussed above, we subscribe 
generally to the separate statement of Commissioner Chet Holifield, beginning 
on page 97 of the report. In addition, we believe the distinction in function 
between the Department of Justice and the agencies' and departments' staffs 
should be emphasized* We believe the Attorney General, as stated above, is the 
Chief ^aw Officer of the Executive Branch and theat the attorneys in the Depart- 
ment of Justice under him are the lawyers on general matters for all departments 
and agencies, but just as corporations retain lawyers on general matters, the 
great majority of them require house counsel for internal affairs and legal 
problems peculiar to the particular organization involved.
